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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Lyme: 


I beg to submit the following report on the condition 
and progress of the schools. 


At the outset, I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness 
to Miss Dole, my predecessor, for assistance in gaining 
initial information in regard to the situation. I also wish 
to say that while the one year that Miss Dole served as 
superintendent was all too short to put into effect all her 
plans, yet in spite of that fact and the additional fact that 
the last year was one of unusual severity, causing consid- 
erable interruption in the school work, Miss Dole accom- 
plished a great deal for the schools of Lyme, and opened the 
way for further progress and improvement. It is inter- 
esting to note how the teachers who served under Miss Dole 
react to her leadership. Lyme was very fortunate to have 
so efficient and progressive a superintendent as the first under 
the new law. 


Teachers 


Eight of the ten teachers in town are experienced 
teachers and taught in Lyme schools last year. The town 
is fortunate to retain these tried and experienced teachers. 
As it has been thought best to close the Pond and Chesley 
schools and transport the few pupils in each, no teachers 
had been provided for these schools. At the last moment 
it was decided to open them, and then it was some time be- 
fore teachers could be found for them. Mrs. Neily, in the 
meanwhile, was persuaded to open the Chesley school, and 
she continued to teach it very acceptably until the last of 
November. Miss Donahue and Miss Poland who were finally 
engaged to teach these schools, not having had training or 
experience, were required by regulation of the State Depart- 
ment to spend four weeks at Keene Normal School in prep- 
aration for their work. Miss Walbridge of the Plymouth 
Normal School substituted during this time in the Pond 
school. 
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Mr, Harris, principal of the Center Grammar School, 
has been given release for the Winter term, or as long as 
may be necessary, that he may serve in the legislature, to 
which he was elected in November. During his absence, 
Mr. Pike of Lyme is taking his place in the school. 

The teacher ig the most important factor in the school 
situation. A good teacher means a good school, while a 
poor teacher is not likely to produce good results under any 
circumstances. Hence, every effort should be made to re- 
tain the good teacher, and to this end, not only the school 
conditions and salary, but also the social and living con- 
ditions should be made as attractive as possible. Frequent 


changes of teachers not only interrupt the continuity of the 


work, but in so doing often destroy the interest of the pupils, 
which is so vital to successful work. 


Buildings 


The buildings have received considerable attention. 
None of them yet model in all particulars. What has been 
done is largely in the direction of improving the lighting. 
Further attention should be given to the matter of heating 
and ventilating, and also to sanitary conditions. These 
things can be done progressively, so that the expense may 
not be burdensome in any one year. 

The rooms are not only the work- shops of the teachers 
and pupils for the greater part of the day, but they are 
their living rooms for that time, and should be as light, airy, 
and pleasant as possible. The condition of the waheal 
buildings is important not only as affecting the school work, 
but in the interest of health and the development ‘of civic 
pride. 


Books and Supplies 


The books in the several schools were found to be in 
a rather unsatisfactory condition. Much had been done 
last year to improve matters in this particular, and quite 
a good many new books have been purchased this year, and 
yet much remains to be done. Too many of the available 
books are either much out of date, or so worn as to be un- 
usable. This condition may best be remedied by a plan of 
gradual replacement. 

Like everything else ‘the books and supplies have so 
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incréased in cost that it is necessary to practice every 
economy possible in their use. It is not economy, however 
to use out of date books or those too badly worn. 


Attendance 


In some of the schools the attendance has been this 
year very regular, with all the consequent good results, on 
the other hand, a few schools have. suffered from irregular 
attendance. Good work cannot be done by pupils who are 
irregular in attendance, and furthermore the entire school, 
where there is more or less absence, must suffer in conse- 
quence. It is of the utmost importance that children 
should be taught to be regular and prompt in this matter. 
The law very properly holds the parent or guardian res- 
ponsible, and fixes a severe penalty for keeping out, or al- 
lowing a child to be out of school for any purpose or reason 
other than sickness. Only in persistent and wilful cases is 
it best to resort to the courts to secure the enforcement of. 
the law. Most parents will immediately see .the wisdom 
of the requirement, and for the sake of the children are 
glad to conform to it. 

I want to ask the hearty cooperation of all parents 
to the end that the children may receive the greatest pos- 
sible good from the schools. 


The following facts, reported to the State Department 
at the end of the last school year, should be of interest : 


Total number of pupils registered during the year 143 
Average membership 126.89 
Average daily attendance 117.96 
Average daily absence 8.95 
Per cent of attendance 93.08 
Number not, absent or tardy for the year 11 


The attendance record as given above is very creditable, 
particularly when the severity of the winter is taken into 
consideration. There is, however, a very considerable dif- 
ference in the attitude of the different communities in the 
matter of attendance. The matter of regular attendance rests 
almost entirely with the home. Pupils will be in school 
regularly and on time if parents wish it and insist upon it. 
There is no way in which the home can cooperate with the. 
school more effectively than in this matter. 
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Stale Aid 


We are now about half through the second year under 
the new school law. T his law, enacted by the legislature 
two years ago, is by far the most constructive piece * of 
school legislation ever enacted by the State.’ Its principal 
purpose was to equalize school privileges, and incidentally 
to equalize the burden of school expense. ‘To accomplish 
the latter object, no town is required to raise for the support 
of elementary schools more than $5 on a thousand of. its 
valuation. Whatever the elementary schools need to cost 
inore than that is to be paid by the State. The law un- 
doubiedly has defects, some of which will probably be rm- 
edied at the present session of the legislature. It is un- 
fortunate, however, that sOme criticism has..been made of 
the law, ‘pricipally’ because of “the increased cost of the ~ 
schools, just as if that increased cost: was due to the operation — 
of the law and not to the tremendous increase in prices 
since the enactment of the law. The increased cost of fuel, 
labor, books and supplies, teachers’. salaries, and practically 
everything that goes to make the expense of the schools is 
in no way related to the school law. Whatever slight in- 
creases were waused by the law are trifling compared with 
what should be the returns for them. 


Lyme is one of the towns that receive state aid. Last 
year the town received $2,260.03 to be applied toward the 
expense of its schools. This year it has been alloted $4,156.33 
for the same purpose. On account of similar increases in 
the demands throughout the state, there is wot money 
enough available from the appropriation made two years 
ago to pay this amount, but it: is expected that the legis- 
lature will make the necessary appropriation to enable ‘the 
s‘ate to pay the obligation in full. Should the legislature 
fail in this particular, then one of two things will be neces- 
sary. either the town will have to raise and appropriat at 
the annual school meeting an amount sufficient to complete 
the year, or the salsel year will have to be shortened: The 
former would place an added burden, almost unjust, tpon 
the taxpayers, and the latter would be a serious injustice to 
the children. It is to ‘be hoped that neither will be neces- 
sary. 
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Suggestions 


In addition to the suggestions I have already made in 
regard to the retention of good teachers, in regard to the 
text-books, in regard ‘to school buildings ete., I would also 
suggest that in several cases, the school buildings may be 
used as social centers, and thus be made of greater value to 
the community, and incidentally create interest in the 
schools. The school-home garden idea should be encouraged, 
not simply as an economic measure, but for the educational 
value that attaches to that work. Thrift should be taught 
in various ways, but particularly by encouraging the buying 
of thrift and war saving stamps. 


And finally, I would. suggest that particular attention 
be given to the matter of consolidation for two reasons, — 
economy and efficiency. Five, or one half of the schools 
in town, have from 6 to 9 pupils each. To maintain five 
schools to educate 40 or less pupils is a very expensive method, 
but that is not the most objectionable feature. Such small 
schools are apt to be lacking in efficiency. The children 
miss something that comes only when larger groups are 
working together. I may not understand the situation 
sufficiently clearly yet to advise in this matter, but it would 
seem that some consolidation might be made that would re- 
sult both in a saving of expense and in affording the children 
better school privileges. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I wish to say that the schools are doing 
on the whole very satisfactory work. The teachers are 
working faithfully and with good enthusiasm. The pupils 
are responding well, and in the main, the homes are co- 
operating splendidly. I have every reason to expect that 
the year’s work will be satisfactorily completed. 


T wish to thank the members of the Board for hearty 
and sympathetic cooperation in everything that pertains 
to the welfare of the schools.
